C-MEN GATHER DATA FOR FDR 
INVESTIGATION OF MONOPOLY 


WASHINGTON, June 16.— (UP)—The justice depart­ 
ment’s anti-trust division is compiling statistics showing the 
extent of uniform bidding on government contracts and 
probably will introduce them as part of President Roose­ 
velt’s monopoly investigation. 
For a year the department has 
been gathering data of this nature 
on scores of Item*, including steel 
and iron products, paper, rubber, 
meat, brass and bronze products 
and cement. The survey 1b a con­ 
tinuation of work begun last year 
when Robert H. Jackson, now so­ 
licitor general, was head of 
the 
division. 
Outline* Course 
This revelation came shortly af­ 
ter Thurman Arnold, present anti­ 
trust chief, outlined before a group 
of advertising men at Detroit the 
course he believes the investiga­ 
tion should take. Arnold probably 
will be the 
justice 
department’* 
representative on the committee. 
“There has been no examination 
of th* anti-trust law in connection 
with labor legislation* tax legisla­ 


tion, securities and exchange legis­ 
lation, credit control, all of which 
deal with different phases of th* 
sam e industrial activities," Arnold 
said. 
Study Pries Fixing 
“We must bring these different 
experiences with the anti-trust law 
together in order to treat the prob­ 
lem as a whole. It Is our hope that 
the congressional investigation will 
accomplish this.’*

A surprisingly large number of anglers believe that the 
eastern or common whitefish cannot be taken with hook and 
line. They assert these fish can be caught only by seining. 
For 20 years, however, the writer has been still-fishing, 
trolling and casting for whitefish, and has caught hundreds. 
The common whitefish 
is 
the»start sw im m ing w ildly in circles. 
largest, m ost numerous, and scrap­ 
piest of its immediate clan, which 
includes 
the 
w estern 
or Rocky 
Mountain whitefish, the round or 
Menominee 
whitefish, 
Labrador 
whitefish, and a few minor species. 
The eastern varieties are 
found 
mainly from Quebec to Manitoba 
and northw ard into Alaska, and 
from Maine to Minnesota. 
The 
western variety 
exists from Sas­ 
katchewan 
to 
B ritish 
Columbia, 
and from M ontana to W ashington 
and Oregon. 
The 
fish 
requires 
clear, 
cold, 
deep lakes, and generally enters 
stream s only 
in 
late fall 
for 
spawning. 
W hitefish have small and tender 
mouths, and this 
generally 
ac­ 
counts for sportsm en being unable 
to 
catch 
them. 
Special 
tackle 
m ust be 
used, 
and the 
fish 
handled with extreme care. 
Fol­ 
lowing is the dope on how to take 
them still-fishing a t buoys: 
Place a buoy over gravelly or 
sandy bottom about 60 to IOO feet 
deep for sum mer fishing. Bait this 
spot moderately 
twice daily 
for 
three days with skinned pieces of 
suckers or 
chubs, 
boiled 
rice, 
canned 
sweet 
corn, 
or 
boiled 
cracked com. 
When the fish come 
regularly for this feed, bait the 
buoy lightly only after the fishing 
has ended in the evening. 
Handline or rod outfits may be 
used. 
The first is preferred if fish 
for a tasty meal are desired, since 
they can more readily be brought 
to the surface by hand than by 
reeling. 
For sport, though, a rod 
should be used. 
The handline rig may consist of 
the required length of linen line, 
sinker heavy enough to carry the 
bait 
to 
the 
bottom, 
a 
double- 
snelled hook of size 8 or IO, and 
a tiny piece of sucker m eat for 
b a it 
The rod gear may be a 6- 
foot, 5-ounce split bamboo unit, 
single-action 
reel, 
12-pound 
test 
silk line, three-foot light 
leader, 
sinker, and hook. 
Hold the bait about two feet 
from bottom. 
W hitefish nibble or 
suck in the bait cautiously. When 
one bites, do not jerk 
the line to 
set 
the hook, 
or you will tear it 
out. 
Merely raise your rod firmly, 
and if you feel the fish Is hanging 
on, 
haul or reel in 
line slowly 
and steadily. 
This added strain 
usually imbeds the hook securely. 
You m ust 
now 
enter 
to 
the 
whims of th e. victim quickly, but 
without haste, or you will lose the 
fight. 
The fish likely will begin 
pulling back, or kicking strongly, 
and in rapid successsion. Or it will 


Perhaps It will suddenly hold itself 
rigid, or it m ay even swim up­ 
ward. 
These 
tricks 
to 
gain 
freedom 
and fool the angler demand easing 
and pressure on the line, or a 
slightly faster retrieve. You have 
to Judge this on th© spur of the 
moment, and w ork accordingly.

Some time ago the Syracuse, New York. 
Journal, in speaking editorially on the daily 
situation said: “Once every year, at cam­ 
paign time, scores of politicians clamber 
aboard the milk wagons and stump the state, 
strewing promises in all the rural sections as 
lavishly as the fanner himself sows his seeds. 
Experience has shown that few, if any, of 
these promises are ever fulfilled. With one 
possible exception 
the net result of all 
these promises has been a series of crackpot 
laws that failed miserably and left the farm­ 
er worse off than he was before. 
This is true of all other agricultural states, 
including California. And wide-awake farm­ 
ers, whether they deal in milk, fruit, vege­ 
tables, stock or anything else, are placing 
less trust in political panaceas and more 
trust in their own efforts and their market­ 
ing co-operative organizations. 
“God helps 
those who help themselves,” is as applicable 
to farming as to any other enterprise. The 
politicians who manifest so great a concern 
for agriculture at election time have shown 
their true colors too often in the past to 
make it safe to trust them too far in the 
future.

SET GREEN SIGNAL 


Congressman Samuel B. Pettengill, a lead­ 
ing congressional authority on transporta­ 
tion affairs, offers an 11-point program for 
solving the railroad problem. It is a sens­ 
ible, practical and clear-cut approach to this 
vexing question. 
Mr. Pettengill’s program includes: Stop 
government competition with private car­ 
riers and then sell the Federal Barge Line; 
stop taxing the railroads to aid their com­ 
petitors; repeal the long-and-short haul 
clause of the Transportation Act, in order to 
make it possible for the railroads to offer 
rates as low as those offered by their com­ 
petitors; stop subsidizing intercostal ship­ 
ping; restore to railroad managements the 
right to really manage the properties; give 
rate-making authority over all forms of 
transport to one non-political agency next 
in dignity, independence and importance to 
the Supreme Court; let railway management 
work out fair consolidation programs, sub­ 
ject to the veto of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; stop frightening investors with 
nonsensical talk of repudiation of contracts 
by solvent roads. 
Who can object to such 
common sense relief? 
This briefs the main points of the pro­ 
gram. It asks nothing for the railroads that 
is not in the public interest, and that is not 
justified by the most elementary principles 
of fairness and reason. And what would it 
accomplish? To quote Mr. Pettengill direct­ 
ly: “The mere adoption of this old-fashion­ 
ed program of ‘equal rights for all, special 
privileges to none’ in my judgment 
would 
do more than any possible pump-priming, 
court-packing or government reorganization 
to rebuild our lost prosperity. 
If we clear 
the track for the Iron Horse we set the 
signal for America.”

Yet it is extremely important for us to 
realize just who the enemy is, when we make 
these protests. 
It would be the worst kind of folly for us 
to let these bombing outrages persuade us 
that the Japanese people (for example), or 
the residents of rebel-controlled Spain, or the 
great mass of Italians or Germans, are bad 
and vicious and cruel and inhumane. 
Those are people like ourselves. Some of 
them are good sorts and some of them not 
so good. Taken by and large they are neither 
much better nor much worse than we are. 
As individual human beings they like the 
idea of bombing women and children no bet­ 
ter than we like it. 
The real enemy is the militarist—the army 
man who has succumbed to the idea that no 
price is too high to pay for victory, who feels 
that any conceivable method of beating down 
one’s foes is legitimate if it works. And that 
gentleman is not the exclusive possession of 
any one country. 
He can be found any­ 
where. 
This militarist is your enemy because he 
has no conception of what civilization means. 
He is willing to use in warfare weapons which 
mean that the entire world is the loser, who­ 
ever gains the immediate victory. 
He is 
blood brother to the old Assyrian monarchs 
who used to boast about the piles of mutil­ 
ated corpses they erected outside of con­ 
quered cities. 
The militarist exists because we let him 
exist. When we shrug our shoulders at some 
fait of war-time barbarism and say, “well— 
that’s war, and it can’t be helped,” we hold 
u p his hand. The only way to stop him is to 
denounce him and his philosophy, in season 
and out of season—to denounce him and not 
the particular nation he happens at the mo­ 
ment to be working for. 
Only in that way can we stop this fright­ 
ful growth of savagery.

days. 
They will run about $13,- 
000.000,000. 
Republican Fiscal Leader Taber 
made an unofficial compilation a 
few days back at ,$13,456,000,000. 
including re-appropriations of old 
money not yet spent. 
He figured 
authorizations for the fiscal year 
beginning July I at $12 1-2 billions. 
One war 
session 
appropriated 
$18.8 billions, another $27 billions. 
Tile ultimate keynote of this ses­ 
sion was furnished in a final scehe 
for the movies by Tom Connally, 
Texas' capable senator. 
News reel men dressed Connally 
in a IO gal. topper, a hunting Jack­ 
et and gave him a gun with which 
to pose on the capitol steps. But no 
one had any ammunition. 
For the 
missing sound effect, a still-eam era 
man stood offstage dropping flash­ 
light bulbs everytime Tom aimed 
skyward and clicked the trigger. 
Congress did it about the same 
way. 
Flashes of important legis­ 
lation were dropped all around the 
place, but nothing was definitely 
bagged, no policy was firmly fixed 
—not spending, farm, 
wage-hour, 
taxation, not even a 
bulb 
was 
thrown at such important interna­ 
tional issues as neutrality. 


The rules

Such a clean sweep should have 
given us a distinctly better bilL The 
trouble is that a good federal statute 
on this subject is a virtual impossi­ 
bly*./. Provision of the necessary flex­ 
ibility involves superhum an adm in­ 
istrative labor, and com plete rigidity 
of application wholly ignores legiti­ 
m ate regional variation * The new 
scheme has selected the latter course 
A minimum wage of 25 cents per 
hour is to advance, by five cent in­ 
creases annually, to 40 cents per hour 
Sim ilarly, hours per 
week 
are to 
com e down gradually to a 40 hour 
week. 
Administration Ic to vest in the Sec­ 
retary of Labor. All that this official 
has to do is to determ ine, after due 
notice and hearing, the relation of 
the various industries of the country 
to com m erce. The law applies lo all 
“industries affecting com m erce.” as 
thus determined officially 
The earlier bill revealed some con- 
cern, on the part of its authors, over 
the possible effects of wage and hour 
decrees on the volum e of em ploy­ 
ment and earning power. To be sure, 
that bill would have created a re­ 
search and adm inistrative job which 
no board of five men could 
have 


j handled if they had undertaken, se- 
t riously, to ascertain 
the effects of 
I their orders on em ploym ent, earning 
power, or business conditions 
The present bill Ignores all this 
and provides for nation-w ide mini- i 


mum standards. The House Commit­ 
tee on Labor has evidently decided 
to pay no attentior to the effects of 
the m easure on either wage incomes 
or continuity and volume of employ­ 
m en t Needless to say, the com m ittee 
is quite ignorant of what these effecta 
may be Information of this character 
has not been deemed necessary, at 
any stage as a prerequisite to legis­ 
lation on wages and hours. For the 
moment, the bill does not contain a 
section authorizing an adm inistrative 
official to compel an em ployer to keep 
the same number of persons on his 
payroll as the wage and hour scales 
operate, but this is the sort of thing 
tow ard which we are moving, We are 
alm ost up with the totalitarian states 
in our control of agriculture, and 
after the present bill is passed, we 
shall be closer to them in our regula­ 
t i o n of Industry. For this kind of 
regulation, facts and a consideration 
of the effects are not essential. 
The new bill contains no intimation 
that sectional differences may justify 
variations of wages or hours. With­ 
out sweetening of this sort the bill 
will I ! a bitter pill for the South. But 
the southern m embers of Congress 
w ere bluntly told the hard facta by 
one of their own number. 
Repre­ 
sentative M averick was reported to 
have said that the South had ac- 
accepted huge sums of federal money 
for public im provem ents, for relief, 
and for other purposes. Hence, they 
had no valid com plaint against this 
bill. 
The conclusion of this reported a r­ 
gument is a long distance from its 
premise, yet the logic is clear enough. 
Mr. M averick was doubtless report­ 
ing the accepted adm inistration view 
rather than expressing his own con­ 
viction. 
From 
that 
adm inistration 
viewpoint, it is a case of having 
bought and paid for something, thus 
establishing a valid claim for deliv­ 
ery 
of 
the goods. 
A d m in stration 
prestige required enactm ent of a waga 
and hour bill. Its m erit, as legislation, 
and its possible economic effecta on 
regions or on industries, are inci­ 
dental. lf it should increase the re­ 
lief load in any section, by reducing 
em ploym ent opportunities, it would 
have the salutary effect of strength­ 
ening the case for m ore of the kind 
of spending that is allo to be author­ 
ized in this session.

profit 
to 
keep plants going and people em­ 
ployed. 
The problem of overhead 
was deferred for simplicity. Over­ 
head is money spent for expenses 
that do not go into the mower it 
self 
and 
for 
supervision. 
This 
theory says; 
“If you will cut your 
price, 
your 
sales 
will increase 
which will reduce your percentage 
cost of overhead." 
Correct. 
If 
my 
plant, 
general 
and selling overhead is $100,000 and 
I 
sell 
$1,000,000, 
that is 
IO 
per 
cent. 
If, with the same overhead, 
by lowering price, I can sell $2,- 
000,000, that is 5 per cent and I 
have gained 5 per cent to offset 
lowered 
price. 
Every 
manfac- 
turer knows this 
principle. 
But 
it has distinct, narrow and easily 
figured 
limits. 
Any 
industrialist 
would be a fool not to use it to Its 
limit. 
All use it to the limit of 
its effectiveness. 
None needs to be 
lectured about it by these theor­ 
ists. 
This isn’t to say there is no way 
by 
better 
management 
to 
lower 
price. 
It is a complex problem 
different 
in 
every 
industry, 
but 
the 
constant 
endeavor 
of 
good 
management 
is 
to 
reduce 
price 
and induce larger sales. 
In most 
industries it is being done to the 
limit of possibility and far beyond 
what any amateur could suggest. 
It can’t be done by general ap­ 
plication of any such easy form­ 
ula 
as 
these 
theorists 
suggest. 
On no 
formula 
can 
industrial 
prices be swung up and down into 
step 
with 
quick and 
wide 
fluc­ 
tuations of farm prices. 
These theorists says: 
“Oh yes 
they 
can—sell 
at a 
loss.” 
You 
can t sell at a loss for long w ith­ 
out a large surplus of which to 
maintain losing production. 
Small 
companies rarely have such sur­ 
plus. 
This theory 
would 
wipe 
them out rapidly and really make 
monopoly. 
But these babies don’t 
want m y company, large or small, 
to have surplus. 
Wipe ’em 
all 
cut? 
Intended 
or not, all 
their 
theories together would result In 
just that.

I am in receipt of your kind letter of April IB? 
asking my assistance in floating the issue of savings 
bonds recently put upon the m arket by your company. 
I first became acquainted with your business when 
it was under the management of Grover Cleveland, 
in whose policies I had great confidence, and from 
time to time I have taken advantage of fresh offer­ 
ings of your securities. 
Hence the request at the 
end of your letter for criticism s and suggestions 
ought not to be passed by. 
The printed prospectus of the bond issue contains 
several beautiful pictures of the capital, the W ash­ 
ington monument, the Lincoln Memorial and other 
pieces of real estate, thus giving me the impression 
that these buildings were mortgaged to secure the 
new indebtedness. 
However, I cannot find in the 
prospectus any of those references to the mortgage 
indenture which are required by the Securities and 
Exchange Act. 
Consequently, your new securities 
although called bonds, seem to be of the type com - 
monly known as debentures, whose only value resta 
on the general credit and simple promise of the cor*# 
po ration. 
I am reminded that five years ago your corporation 
brought out an issue of short-tim e notes, which it 
promised to pay in gold; and thon a few days later 
it repudiated this promise 
and 
substituted paper 
worth 
about tw o-thirds as much. 
I have always been 
rather reluctant to invest in the securities of a b,us- 
iness whose previous issues had gone sour. 
On looking over the recent activities of your bust*# 
ness, I observe th a t it has entered into a large num- 
ber of enterprises, new ones, some of them not clear- 
ly warranted by your charter and others yielding * 
very uncertain hope of return. 
In particular, large 
quantities of silver purchased at a price much above 
the market for purposes that have never been ex­ 
plained. 
An enormous life insurance scheme has 
been inextricably entangled with your regular bank­ 
ing operations and immense sums have been spent 
to construct dam s at points where the population toe* 
already adequately supplied with power. 
I was able to visit your great salt-w ater-taffy plant 
at Eastport, Me., which was started in the face of 
the best engineering advice and finally abandoned 
alter consuming large funds. 
My inspection of thie 
specimen of your new enterprise did not give me. a 
favorable im pression of the judgment of your produc­ 
tion managers. 
I note that your company has lent large sums to 
subsidiary local corporations all over the country, 
which were originally organized to keep down crim e 
and build streets and which propose to use your 
loans to sell electricity without proper accounting 
methods for the purpose of running out of business 
various power companies in which my friends have 
invested. 
In selecting among the different investments, on* 
is greatly Influenced by the persons in charge of a 
particular company. When you took office, you wers 
assisted by two men who inspired much confidence, 
Prof. O. W, Sprague and Mr. Dean Achesen. 
They 
have since left your company and the training and 
views of some of their successors ars quite different. 
The m atter th a t disturbs me most is your com­ 
pany’s annual income statement. 
For several yearn 
this shows expenditures vastly exceeding income. 
You yourself made an admirable statement in Phila­ 
delphia last November, stressing the evils of thts 
situation and announcing that it would be immedi­ 
ately remedied. 
However, the President of your com­ 
pany has recently said that your operating deficit Is 
going to be bigger than ever. 
As you are the chief 
financial officer of the company, I confess to coms 
surprise that th is sharp repudiation of the financial 
policy you stated to be essential has not led yon Is 
resign and save your «lf-respect.
